ON COAL-CUTTING BY MACHINERY. 


Srr,—Your correspondent Mr. Thomas, in last week’s J ournal, has fallen 
into - error, in mixing up the proceedings of the West Ardsley Company 
with the wild alle of other parties. We have expended much time 
and money in endeavouring to bring into practical operation a machine 
which, thus far, at all events, is the only one that has ever been success- 
fully applied to the business of coal mining. What that measure of suc- 
cess really is Mr. Thomas, naturally enough, desires to have put before 
the public, but confuses the subject—unintentionally, we are sure—by at- 
taching the speculations of others, used for an obvious purpose, to the 
results which the West Ardsley Company have accomplished, through much 
risk“and patience; and we desire it to be understood that we have given no 
authority to any person to publish, nor hold ourselves responsible for, the 
figures which he quotes. e actual state of the case was laid before the 
South Wales Institute, at its last meeting, and some of the questions of 
Mr. Thomas were there answered by anticipation, but we will here repeat 
them as briefly as possible. - : . 

At the West Ardsley Colliery, one machine was worked six consecutive 
days, of eight hours each. The total work done was 618} yards, 3 feet 
deep; one man and two assistants attending the machine. The same quan- 
tity would have been done by 13 average workmen, in the same seam. 
The coal of West Ardsley is rather soft; the floor and roof good, and nearly 
level; the thickness of the seam about 4 ft. 3 in. Where the coal is hard 
there is a greatly diminished quantity of work done ; but, compared with 
manual ikee, the saving corresponds very nearly with that in the soft; 
but the coal saving, and the saving of “life and limb,” are much more 
important items. In the Hetton hard coal, 50 yards may be taken as a 

resent good day’s work, which can be done by one man and a boy; whereas 
it would require 12 men to dothe same quantity of work in the same seam, 
which, without any desire to overstate the case, would cost more than if 
done by machine, making the most liberal allowance for every kind of cost 
and outlay. But, then, the saving of coal from destruction is so great, 
that an increased price is obtained upon the whole yield of that part of the 
seam kerved by machines equal to 8d. to10d. per ton, The Hetton re- 
sults may, we think, be received as reliable data, and will, perhaps, satisfy 
Mr. Thomas, that machinery ‘ unimproved may be employed with advan- 
“tage, even in the cost of labour,” notwithstanding the statements to the 
contrary by the “ Practical Northern Colliery Manager,” to which he re- 
fers. When the improvements are applied which have been suggested by 
our practical experience, a more favourable account will be obtained; but 
it is for the present sufficient to say that we are satisfied with the results 
already secured. ' . 

As to the statements made at the South Wales Institute, which Mr. 
Thomas designates as ‘ adverse,” we can only say that we do not consider 
them adverse. They were only the expression of opinion in discussion by 
gentlemen who had not seen or comprehended the form or power of our 
machinery, but from their knowledge of the immense difficulties to be over- 
come, had more fear than confidence that those difficulties would be sur- 
mounted. Take one instance :—In the Mining Jowrnal’s report of the 
proceedings, Oct. 3, 1863, when speaking of the South Wales coal field, 
one of the members says—“ In his opinion the introduction of the ma- 
chines (the West Ardsley’s Company’s patent) in the collieries of South 
Wales would be practicably impossible. The great majority of the seams 
were only 3 feet thick, whereas the machine would require about 6 feet of 
room.” "Now, look at the facts: our West Ardsley machine can be made 
to work in a seam of 18 inches thickness, or even less—its height being 
14 in., length 24 in., breath 24 in., and weight 7 cwts. As to the angle 
of inclination—we admit that this part of the question presents some dif- 
ficulties; but we are already working at an angle of 1 in 6 in a 2-ft. seam, 
and we anticipate that our improved machinery will accomplish all that is 
required.—Leeds, Nov. 2. Firrn, Donistruorre, AND Bower. 


P.S.—Perhaps the best answer that we can give to the opinion at the 
South Wales meeting is, that one of the most eminent firms there present 
has made arrangements with us for the introduction of our machinery in a 
South Wales seam of 3 feet. 


Messrs. RIDLEY AND JONES’S COAL-CUTTING MACHINE, 


Srr,—Mr. G. Thomas (North Shields) has mentioned my name in his 
letter in reference to this coal-cutting machine. In the first place, I beg 
to inform him I have no interest whatever in any of these inventions: like 
many others, I was invited to witness an experiment with the machine for 
cutting coal, when I was informed that the machine at West Ardsley 
undercut the coal 150 yards in length, and 3 feet in depth, in eight hours; 
from this data I gave as my own experience the cost of cutting the coal 
by this machine. Further, when I witnessed the experiment, the force of 
the machine was directed against a compact block of sandstone rock ; in 
five minutes it cut a groove in this block of stune, which would have taken 
any stonemason at least from 12 to 18 hours to do the same amount of 
work, Perhaps this simple fact may enable Mr. G. Thomas to form some 
opinion of the powers of the machine for cutting coal. But how the mem- 


bers of the South Wales Institute got it into their heads that the cost of 


cutting the coal by the machine would amount to 2d. per ton, or yard, I 
do not know, neither do I think any one of the members can explain. This 
statement is something like the one made by a: member, that in cutting the 
coal the machine would produce a “stream of fire.” If the above version 
of the proceedings are correctly reported, I should advise our South Wales 
friends to exclude the reporters from the Institute, when they next indulge 
in “ after-dinner speeches,”’ Gro. Suepuerp, C.E. 
26, Throgmorton-street. 


VENTILATION OF MINES—CIRCULAR SAWS. 

Srr,—I have often felt greatly grieved to see that in most of our deep 
mines the health of the miner is impared, and his life shortened, by the 
impure air which he is always working in, and believe it might be entirely 
avoided by having an extra number of shafts, and by drawing or forcing 
the air through the mines; and it is most probable that by putting down 
the shafts on other lodes, which could easily be found by the dowsing-rod, 
the mining companies would be amply compensated for their outlay, and 
that it would be a great mutual benefit. 

Ithink by having a very powerful circular saw, worked by horse or steam- 
power, which would cut through the hardest rocks without the slightest 
difficulty, we might very speedily, and with but little expense, put down 
extra shafts. I believe the driving of adits, as well as sinking shafts, will 
soon be accomplished principally by machinery, instead of manual labour, 
and our mines will be much more quickly and inexpensively developed.

VENTILATION OF MINES, 


Sir,—If Mr. Silas Oke and others interested in the subject will refer to 
the seventh annual report of the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic Society, they 
will find in my ‘ Essay on the Atmosphere of Cornish Mines,” at the foot 
of page 77, the following paragraph:—* A slight digression from the main 
purpose of this essay, I trust, will be here excusable, in giving it as m 
opinion that the most powerful and practical method of ventilating suc 
places—i.c., where foul air eaisted—will be found to be an air-pump fixed 
at the engine-shaft, and with its piston worked by the main rod of the en- 
gine. It should have branch pipes fixed where required to the main de- 
scending pipe, and extending to the spots requiring ventilation. These 
branches may be detached at pleasure, and all communications stop; 
when required. It must be obvious that by exhausting the mine of its Pal 
air good atmospheric air must rush in to supply the vacuum.” Two years 
afterwards I sent in a r on the subject, accompanied with plans, &c., 

_. but as it had been published elsewhere it could not be entertained. - 

I am still of the same opinion as to the efficacy of this plan, or what Mr. 
Oke advocates, and would suggest that the air-pump be fixed either at the 
surface or at the adit level, where the circalation of atmospheric air is brisk 
and good, and if such air-pump were erected at the commencement of the 
working, additional air-tight pipes or hoses might be added as required, 
and the annual expense would be little or nothing; no more motive-power 
would be required than that of lifting the unloaded piston of the air-pump 
at stroke of the engine. The health of our hard working miners 
would be thereby and rendered as good as that of the agricultural 
class. It would also tend materially to lower the tem re of the d 
parts of our mines, where at present the men so much from this

PRACTICAL MINING—POSITION OF LODES. 


Sir,—Believing that a block of wood may frequently be made the means 
of illustrating apparently very intricate intersections and throws, and not 
only so, but may sometimes even lead to the discovery of the removed por- 
tion of lodes which might possibly be otherwise lost, I beg the insertion of 
the accompanying diagram, as illustrating “R. W.’s” interesting problem 
in practical mining. The data 
afforded by “R. W.,” however, 
is insufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the problem, and I have, 
therefore, assumed the lodes to 
dip at the following angles:— 
No. 1, 15°; No. 2, 10° west; 
No 3, indefinitely towards the 
east; and the cross-course to dip 
towards the south. With these 
data it will be seen on the upper 
surface of the diagram that the 
lodes Nos. 1, 2, and 8, previously 
to any slip taking place, are con- 
tinuous, but that on the occurrence 
of the slip in the line of the cross- 
course, the portion to the south of 
that course, sinking to the bottom 
of the diagram, will present the 
exact appearances observed oy 
“R.W.” The distance to whic 
No. 8 is thrown will, in the case of a vertical movement, depend on the 
extent of that movement and the underlie of the lode; but if the lode di 
towards the east, the heave must be towards the west, supposing the south- 
ern portion has sunk. Movements of portions of the earth are not, how- 
ever, confined to the vertical, but are sometimes horizontal and sometimes 
compounded of the two, but in many cases there may be sufficient data 
obtained to give a clue to the direction. 

Should “ R. W.” feel sufficiently interested in the solution of his problem 
to get.a.cube of wood, and on one face of it draw a plan of the intersection, 
ake on the other faces draw the proper lines of dip of the lodes and cross- 
course, then cut in those directions with a fine saw, carefully gluing a piece 
of veneer in each cut, and when properly hard, cut it across in the direc- 
tion of the cross-course, and place the separated portions in their proper 
positions, as indicated in the diagram, I feel persuaded he will obtain some 
clue to the solution sought.

SLATE QUARRYING AND MINING. 


S1r,—The letter of “ Metalliferous Miner,” in the Journal of Oct. 24, 
is a rare specimen of the unscrupulous manner in which partisan and ano- 
nymous writers can deal out assertions of the most sweeping kind without 
condescending to favour the public with one single fact in corroboration of 
their statements. As he has “carefully consulted the volumesof the Mining 
Journal for some years,” I may reasonably infer that he is ‘‘ a constant 
reader,” and, doubtless, has a prodigious file of your invaluable Journal, to 
which he refers, He might, therefore, instead of contenting himself with 
general unsupported statements, and inviting information from others, have 
himself furnished a trifle from the well-filled storehouse to which he has 
such ready access. Perhaps he will favour your readers with full particu- 
lars at another time. Meanwhile, he should remember that Lord Pal- 
merston’s quarry, as it is called familiarly, belongs to a company, and not 
to his lordship, except so far as his lordship is interested as a shareholder. 
This little correction by the way. I now, in order to have all the facts be- 
fore us on which to form an opinion, invite ‘‘ Metalliferous Miner” to give 
us a tabular statement of all the slate quarries in Wales, worked either b 
public companies or private individuals, together with the results of suc! 
working. The list will not be a very long one; and, in juxtaposition, let 
him furnish a list of metalliferous mines, with the like particulars; and I 
will not trouble “ Metalliferous Miner” to give us the grand total—the 
facts will speak for themselves. 

One or two particular and glaring misstatements I shall take the liberty 
of correcting at once, and advise the writer in future to restrain his imagi- 
nation within the legitimate circle known as the boundaries of truth. If 
the statement be the offspring of ignorance the writer should not have pa- 
raded his qualifications as a competent authority on the subject in the im- 
posing sentence, ‘‘ I have examined a large number of slate properties my- 
self,” but have contented himself with seeking information through ordi- 
nary and legitimate channels; but, as the assertion is most dogmatically 
made, I mean as specifically to deny it, and call upon the writer to prove 
the fact. The statement is this—‘‘ The demand for best and second qua- 
lity slate is enormous, but the slates produced at seven-eighths of the 
quarries are positively unsaleable.” 

This will be news to the quarry-owners and to your readers generally, 
and the writer deserves a premium for making so grand a discovery as that 
the slates produced at seven-eighths of the quarries in Wales are still on 
hand and available, while we poor mortals, who know the quarries—not 
read about them, merely—have been deluding ourselves into the belief that 
every description of slate, and every size, found a ready market. No won- 
der “‘ Metalliferous Miner” prefers mines to slate quarries, if the fact be 
as he alleges—that the produce of seven-eighths of the quarries is positively 
unsaleable. When he proves that the Seitane of any one of them is posi- 
tively unsaleable, he will have given a heavy blow to slate quarrying, but 
I fear the blow to his veracity and judgment will be much heavier, and 
that a writer who betrays so much animus, and such a want of caution, 
will not be accepted anywhere as an exponent of the question—Slate Quar- 
rying v. Metallifereus Mining. 

In conclusion, I may add that the writer is bound to give the particulars 
of the cases in which he positively affirms the proprietor of the land has 
dispossessed the lessees and shareholders, atter 50,0007, has been paid to 
such proprietor for the concession. He affirms—“ In slate quarrying this 
has been done in more than one case.” Till proved, for the foregoing 
reasons, I doubt this also, and send you my name.

CORNISH MINE MANAGEMENT. 


Srr,—In my letter of Oct. 18 I promised to give you my thoughts on 
supplies and count-house arrangements, but I think that, perhaps, enough 
has been for the present said on the former subject to enlighten the most 
stolid shareholders as to the course they ought to take to protect their own 
interests; a few words, however, on count-house doings will, perhaps, be 
serviceable. In the first place, pay the agents a proper salary to begin 
with, and not screw them down, to make them feel that they are worse off 
at home than the miners who are under them. If the agents are to be 
treated as respectable men, give them sufficient to maintain them comfort- 
ably and respectably. Adventurers can then reasonably demand their time 
and proper antention to their business. Ten of thousands of pounds are 
placed at the disposal of a class of men who are poy tog paid. Witness 
the scene at North Treskerby the other day, where the shareholders were 
shocked to héar a man, who was formerly a miner himself (but who can 
now ride in his own carriage), argue that as good men as Cornwall can 
produce could be had for 6/. 6s. per month. I wonder how he would get 
on now with such @ pittance. Does he expect them to make up the rest 
of their income by perquisites from merchants, or by gambling in shares? 

That there are many agents whose education never fitted them for such 
posts we must allow, but the county has to thank itself for this state of 
things. The shameful selfishness of certain rich men, who ought to have 
known better, refusing to aecept the noble offer made to the county some 
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the pretended ground “ that it would unfit the miner for his duties,” and 
the result is, a class of men are raised to important positions, many of whom 
cannot write a report of the mine, much less keep accounts. In conse- 
quence of which adventurers come together without any proper statement 
of accounts laid before them, for the purser, who has generally more than 
he can do elsewhere, hurries up the entries into the cost-book, and has 
often enough to resort to every subterfuge for keeping the shareholders off 
—upon the floors—attended by the captain, of course, looking at “ piles of 
mundic,” *‘ promising stones of ore,” * spots of lead,” “ rocks of tin,” and 
nobody knows what, to beguile away the time, whilst “ the two cooks” are 
completing their work in the “ count-house”—the his cost-book, 
and the cook her dinner, &c., who has fairly scented the house with the 
panes of roast beef and good “punch.” When the gentlemen return, 

ungry and tired, they do their utmost to dispatch the “ book accounts ” 
with great haste, that they may have “something comfortable.” Mer- 
chants’ bills hastily aud at and turned aside, accounts never examined, 
costs readily made up, and divided at so much per share; no enquiry, but 
dinner swallowed, and plenty of ‘ punch” and silly speeches, when all go 
home happy and jolly. Nobody knows, nor seems to care, what the liabi- 
lities are on the mine, or what the assets, but the cost-book signed, with 
just as much of merchants’ bills entered as suits the purser and manager 
toenter.

If all is fair and right, then, 
in the name of all honesty, give us the measure that shall be above doubt 
or suspicion, and let there be an open field and fair competition. With 
the telegraphs and railways in our midst, surely it is high time to introduce 
free trade in all supplies of materials to our mines.

ON THE COMBINATION OF THE COST-BOOK AND THE 
LIMITED LIABILITY SYSTEMS, 


Srr,—In a former letter I reviewed the comparative advantages and dis- 
advantages of the principles of the cost-book and limited liability. I will 
now discuss a method of combining the respective merits of each principle 
in one company. By simple registration under the Companies Act, 1862, 
a company can be incorporated under that Act having the following lead- 
ing features:—Power to call up capital wntil the mine is developed. 
Power of any shareholder to relinquish his shares in payment of all calls 
and clear liabilities. Zotal freedom of each shareholder from all personal 
and individual liability whatever for the debts of the company, for which 
no shareholder can be sued, the creditor’s only remedy being to wind-up 
the company, when each shareholder’s liability is distinctly limited to, and 
he cannot in any way be called upon to contribute more than, a stated 
amount (to be named in the Memorandum of Association) for every share 
held by him. In the two first cases we have the essential principles of the 
cost-book—that every shareholder must from time to time either contri- 
bute his — of the expense of developing the mine or relinquish his 
shares. These advantages are combined with the great benefit of the 
company existing as a corporation, whereby the shareholders cannot be 
individually sued for the debts of the concern, while on winding-up the 
company each shareholder’s liability is limited to a stated amount, In 
addition, after a past shareholder has ceased to be a shareholder for one 

ear, he is free from all liability whatever, and even during such year his 
iability is restricted to debts incurred during the time he was a shareholder, 
and then only after the liability of the existing shareholders has been ex- 
hausted. I will give an example of a company so constituted. A com- 
pany is formed and registered, divided into 1000 shares, the contribution 
for each share on the winding-up of the company for its debts and liabi- 
lities being 17. By the Articles of Association the first calls are to be 11. 
on application, and 17, on allotment. we are to be held half-yearly 
or quarterly, at which the necessary calls will be made by the shareholders 
themselves in general meeting, to defray the anticipated costs up to the 
next meeting, and so on until the mine pays or is “‘ knocked.” In the 
meantime, if any shareholder who holds ten shares, for instance, feels dis- 
satisfied, then on payment of all arrears of calls he may relinquish his 
shares, and free himself from all future liability, his only remainin - 
sponsibility being in respect of the guarantee of 17. share; win By if 
the company be wound-up within a year, he is liable to be called upon to 
contribute towards the debts, if the assets are insufficient to meet them, to 
such an extent as may be required, not exceeding 17. per share, or 10/. in 
the whole. ‘This is a salutary provision, and prevents a few favoured 
shareholders, by relinquishing at the last moment, throwing all the re- 
sponsibility on the remaining ones. If instead of relinquishing he trans- 
fers his shares, then after one year all liability ceases, a he can on no ac- 
count be called upon as a contributary, as is too often the case in cost-book 
mines. Suppose the company geté into debt, no individual shareholder 
can be sued for its debts, as under the Cost-book Principle, but proceed- 
ings can alone be taken against the company itself. If ithas no goods or 
assets to satisfy the demand, then the creditor’s only course to attack the 
shareholders is to obtain an order to wind-up the company, whereupon 
each shareholder, according to his interest, is bound to subscribe towards 
the liabilities. For instance, a shareholder possessed of ten shares will be 
liable to the extent of 10/., but nothing further whatever, 

As it is admitted on all hands that for working mineral properties the 
cost-book is vastly superior to the usual principle of limited liability, and 
as the form I have suggested embraces all the advantages of the cost-bvok, 
it must have a corresponding superiority over the usual form of limited lia- 
bility, while it strikes at the root of the serious objection to the principle 
of the cost-book admitted by one of its staunch defenders, Mr. Pay i 
in the following words:— 


A< 
“The only truly formidable objection to the Cost-book Principle not within th 
mediate control of the adventurers is that of unlimited liability.” 


System is undoubted. One of the stipulated points to be treated of in 
Readwin “‘ Prize Essay ” was the alterations necessary in the law for the 
limitation of liabilities in mining partnerships. The following” extract, 
setting forth the advantages of incorporation by Letters Patent, from Mr. 
Tapping’s work “On the Cost-book Principle,” page 95, which are iden- 
tical with the method of incorporation pointed out by me, at once esta- 
blishes its superiority over both the cost-book and usual form of limited 
liability :— 

“Tt ha also be admitted that an association established by Letters Patent, under 
Vict. I., c. 73, enjoys privileges, so far as the wants of an ordinary mining association 
require, equal with those conferred by Act of Parliament, in which privileges it is like- 
wise impossible that an jation founded on the Cost-book Principle can participate. 
Among these privileges which are best adapted to mining associations are the following : 

1.—It may exercise the privileges of a corporation. 

2.—It may sue and be sued in the name of one.of the officers of the asseciation. 

3,—It may restrict liability of members to such extent per share as shall be declared, 
and limited in and by, such Letters Patent. 

4.—It may provide for the cesser of liability of adventurers on registration of transfer 
of shares. 
5.—Under Letters Patent the adventurers enjoy the protection which an enrolled deed 
of partnership, and a strict registry of shares, so perfectly provide. 

Before relinquishing this division of our subject, it may be convenient that the opinion 
of the author, founded on experience, be now expressed—that the best constitution for 
an ordinary mining association is that it should be formed and nurtured on the Cost-book 
Principle; and, if successful and the importance of its concerns should require corporate 
powers, that it should be incorporated by Letters Patent, under stat. I. Vict., c. 73. 
The English law affords no better, more satisfactory, or practically efficient constitution, 
either for economy, simplicity, or dispatch, than the combination of the Cost-book Prin- 
ciple and that by Letters Patent under the above-mentioned statate.” 


In the opposite page he advises an alteration in the law that the liability 
of a shareholder to be sued on account of the company after he shall cease 
to have been a shareholder should be restricted to the period of six months, 
instead of six years, under the Cost-book System. In the company sug-

gested by me it willonly be one year. Another important feature of the 
new method is that a certain guaranteed amount is fixed to meet the lia- 


That aenecessity exists for limiting the liability under the Cost- 
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bilities of the company, which cannot be called up, but only comes into 
operation when needed. The fixing this at a reasonable amount will en- 
able such companicsy unlike the usual limited company, to obtain the ne- 

credit to carry out their undertaking, without encouraging the 
incurring of such heavy liabilities to merchants and others, which is the 
bane of the Cost-book Principle, and enables them to send in just what 
materials they like at their own prices, and which, at the present time, 
Jinds much condemnation in your columns. 

By the new method, too, companies formed to work mines in districts 
out of the jurisdiction of the Stannaries will be able to enjoy all the pri- 
vileges of the Cost-book System, without incurring, as they do at present 
in their attempt to obtain them, all the fearful responsibilities of a common 
law nership. 

I have not mentioned one and an important particular in the new method 
—that inasmuch as the guarantee of a contribution of a stated amount per 
share towards the liabilities ot the company on its being wound-up attaches 
to every share of the company, a test is established of the bona fides of the 
promoters who take fully paid-up shares, which, of course, with the other 
shares, are liable to the guarantee; hence their interest is made all the more 
identical with that of the general body of shareholders. 

I think that I have conclusively proved the advantageous character of 
these principles to shareholders, and in registering companies in the man- 
ner proposed, I shall be giving them the best means of incorporation it is 
possible to obtain. The legality of the mode of incorporation is unques- 
tionable, and, on a case being submitted to counsel, his opinion was deci- 
sive in its fayour.—lVov. 4. P 





BOILER EXPLOSIONS, 


Srr,—Great controversy and much reasoning have been brought to bear 
on the above subject. Engineers have examined plates and parts of the 
exploded boilers, and sometimes given an opinion. Professors hare ac- 
counted for it by reason of the generation of an inflammable explosive 
gas, from water coming in contact with red-hot iron-plates, &c. We hear 
of a boiler having burst, and engineers confidently stating that the plates 
Were made red hot, from their appearance after the explosion, when on examining the 
engineman he says that a few minutes before the boiler burst he examined his gauge- 
cocks, found the feed at his proper height, and that the boiler was a good one, and so 
forth ; consequently, it might be set down that the engineman, to save his character, 
had deviated from the truth, or, otherwise, some phenomena not to be explained oc- 
curred in the boiler, and burst it. 

Now, Sir, can I explain this? Some boilers are allowed to be so filled up with mud 
and filth that the wonder is that more of them do not blow up. This mud hardens on 
the tube, forms a non-conductor between the plates and the water, and the result is 
heated plates and an explosion, although the boiler is working with 8 or 9 in, of water 
over the back of the tube. On enquiry, you will find that this boiler had not been 
cleaned for nine, twelve, or even fifteen months. 

A boiler lately came under my notice when 15 in, of mud had been allowed to accu- 
mulate above the bottom of the tube. The wonder is that such boilers do not oftener 
blow up. My opinion is that where most explosions occur, the boilers are most ne- 
giécted. I believe that boilers may safely be worked with even bad water in a mine, if 
cleaned every two or three months, until they are entirely worn out, without any ex- 
plosion, as clean boilers will show signs of gradual failure and weakness until quite 
worn out and unfit for further use. ANTI-EXPLosion, 


ANOTHER LETTER CONCERNING “COMMON SENSE.” 
“ Learn wisdom by the folly of others.”—Sraniso PRovers. ‘ 

S1r,—My letter of last week has created quite a sensation, if I may judge 
by the number of communications I have received concerning it One 
writer is rather annoyed because I call such dupes “ flats,” and thinks I 
might have used some other term, “as the annoyance and loss are quite 
sufficient punishment, without being ridiculed into the bargain.” Well, if 
I have given offence to anyone I am exceedingly sorry for it; still, I think 
that nearly everyone will agree with me that, in the long ran, it is always best to be plain, 
both in writing as well as in speaking, and to call “a spade a spade.” I sincerely trast 
that my letter will be the means of compelling the proprietors of the “ flat-traps ” to shut 
up shop, and thus prevent any more persons from being caught. 

In this, my second letter’ concerning common sense, I shall endeavour to open the 
eyes of speculators respecting those concerns which may be called “ spasmodic mines.” 
T allude to those that run up from a very low price to a very high one, without any cause 
whatever, excepting the madness of the public—for it is nothing but madness to neglect 
speculating in mines when they are at a low price, and to wait until some one creates a 
little excitement about them, and thus gets them up to a very high price, before they 
will even look at them. The public are like a flock of sheep—if the leader jumps over 
& precipice all the others immediately follow, regardless of the consequences, Those 
spasmodic mines quickly run up to a high price, but still more quickly ran down again, 
They are all dangerous precipices, and should be avoided, 

Have speculators forgotten North Roskear, Roskearnoweth, Ludcott, East Carn Brea, 
and others? Where are are they now? Compare the prices of them six or twelve 
months since with those at the present time, and endeavour to learna lesson from the 
acts. I wiil not mention any names, but it must be evident that spasmodic mines are 
just now getting all the rage again. Beware of them. WhenI see mines quite ne- 
glected by the public which are returning fair quantities of ore, which are amply sup- 
plied with machinery, and which are being fairly worked in a miner-like way, and yet 
are marketable at only a few shillings per share, whilst others, with not half the pro- 
spects, and which are not returning a single stone of ore, are se!ling for many pounds 
each share, I do consider that “common sense” is a very rare commodity to be found 
amongst such speculators. With such foolishness, how is it possible that either an in- 
specting agent or a broker can tell what mines are best to speculate in? No matter how 
good a mine is, if there be no noise and excitement created about it no one will touch it. 
On theother hand, let the greatest rubbish but be well paraded before the public, and in 
they rush to fool away their money. Both the inspecting agent and the broker can tell 
what mines ought to be dealt in as regards the probability of their ultimately turning up 
prizes; but if the public will neglect such mines, and bestow their patronage on mere 
trash, simply because they are within a dozen miles of some well-supported and tempo- 
rary favourite mine, all inspections and advice are perfectly useless. The Inspece 
tor has to do with the appearances of the mine itself, and nothing whatever with 
the market, nor the madness of speculators. These are matters he never takes into his 
consideration, Everyone knows how the inspecting agents were abused when they 
condemned Wheal Ludcott, and one of them wrote me that the s' were dear at 3/. 
each; still they kept advancing, until they went up to above 251. I then called his 
attention to the fact. He replied, “I have nothing to do with the market, nor with 
the folly of speculators; it is the mine I look at, and nothing else; and I still main- 
tain that, even if the shares go to 502. each, they are not worth 3/. each. A fewmonths 
will convince you that Iam right.” Now, look at Ludcott. The agent was right, and 
it was nothing but the madness of the public that caused the shares to advance in price. 
It was the silver discovery that excited the public, and, although agent after agent 
told them “ that silver never lasts long in Cornwall,” they would not listen to them. 
They have paid dearly for their unbelief. 

A broker is frequently remiaded by his client that he recommended shares in a cer- 
tain mine to him, and that now they are ata much lower price. The broker recom- 
mended the mine on its merits,and, no doubt, believed it to be a cheap share at the time, 
If the shares afterwards fall in price, simply from the fact that the public will run after 
worthless tc mines, to the exclusion of all others, why should the broker be 
blamed? He cannot control the market. It is the public that must exercise a little 
more common sense, and not run after one or two mines for months together, ¢o the neg- 
lect of all others. This playing on one string may be very pleasant to certain parties, 
but much more melody would be brought out if all the strings were played on. The 
system of causing a run on one or two mines at a time, for weeks and months together, 
is ruining the mining market. 

Some speculators there are who buy for the account, In expectation of the price rising, 
and when settling-day arrives the price has fallen, there is no demand for the shares, 
and the speculator has no money to pay for them. Whatisto be done? No one wants 
the shares, and yet they must be sold. Down the price goes,as a necessary consequence, 
end everyone is astonished to find the quotation in the papers the following morning 
about 25 per cent. lower than they expected. With such speculators, how is it possible 
prices can keep up? The mine ts looking as well as ever, perhaps much better, and yet 
by the folly of such speculators the price goes lowerand lower, Other clients now blame 





_ their brokers for purchasing shares for them which have since declined in price, and 
»&'°" 4§ probably leave them to try their fortune with some other broker; this is folly. 


. mon sense should tell every speculator that he should never buy a single share in 


na, mine unless he has the money to pay for it, for he must know that mines are very 


dierent things to deal in than are Consols, railways, bank shares, or even foreign stock. 
~ In my former letters I have given speculators the above advice. I now again do so, 
and tell them that many men have been completely ruined by not attending toit, If 
such men Wave no care for themselves, they should bear in mind that they are doing 
others a great injury. When the price is rising rapidly in any spasmodic mine, do spe- 
culators ever take into consideration that a price will be reached at which there will be 
@ stop? Beware, my friends, or you will find when too late that you have been left in 
the lurch, that the knowing ones have all sold out, that now all are trying to sell, and 
that there are no buyers; that the game is up, and that you may get out of your stock 
the best way you can. In mining it is everyone for himself—self first, friends next, 
acquaintances when too late. 

I will conclude this letter by asking my readers to use common sense inall their min- 
ing transactions, and I will tell them that whenever they will do so we shall not see 
mines with really good prospects neglected, nor spasmodic mines, with scarcely any pro- 
spects, excepting of being within a dozen miles of some temporary favourite mine, pre- 
Serred to others which in afew months will enter the Dividend List; nor mines which 
are not returning a single stone of ore, selling at a greater price than mines which 
are paying regular quarterly dividends, Common sense will tell them which to buy, 
which to sell, and which to avoid. Remember North Roskear, Roskearnoweth, Ludcott, 
and East Carn Brea, Where are they now? Do not be left in the lurch.

GOLD MINING IN WALES—MACHINERY. 

Sir,—The Vigra and Clogau has made a call of 10s. per share, A 
call! now, this is a very polite thing: yg makes calls to his friends 
and acquaintances, and are often well received; but a call from the directors 
of a mining company is not so palatable as the call of a friend. The Vigra 
and Clogau call on me for 10s. per share: that is to say, instead of getting 
a dividend, I shall pay. I think the saying is trae—“ It takes a gold mine 
to work a gold mine.” And this is well adopted in many mines in Wales. Now, if I 
pay that 10s, per share, I would like to ask the directors what they are going to do with 
my money: all the satisfaction I get will be—it is wanted for extending the works. 
This would be very praiseworthy if they only extend them in the right direction; but 
it seems to me, from what I have heard, that some of the directors wish to make an ex- 
cursion to Hungary at the company’s expense, to see the mines there; andj, as I am in- 
formed, we poor shareholders have to pay their expenses: they are to go by resolution 
of the board ; and what are we to get for it? Mr. Brown is not an engineer nor a che- 
mist, to judge of such works; and Mr. Williams, I think will, as J should,be more 
P:eased with the Hungarian wine barrels than he will be with amalgamating barrels; 





and Mr. Remfry, the present mine agent, is to accompany them, I suppose, to keep the 


balance between the other two gentlemen. And from that expedition we shal! await — | 


what? I should be glad to be informed on that point. But why is the present agent 
taken from the mine to make @ pleasure trip just when they found a fresh shoot of gold 
in the mine, for which we have been waiting so long?

Wéill the manag- 
ing director, Mr. Gillman, obligingly tell us why he consents to all this ?

THE DOLFRWYNOG MINING COMPANY MEETING. 


Sir,—I have just returned from the Continent, where I did not get the 
Mining Journal, and, consequently, have the last six weeks’ before me; 
wherein I see a great deal of useful writing, and, unfortunately, a great 
deal of untruth written. I will not answer those who have not the cour- 
age to append their names to what they write, and only confine myself to 
the last meeting of the Old Dolfrwynog Company, where I find names to 
the statements made. It may be a very uninteresting affair for an outsider to hear or 
read the reports of such a gathering of shareholders, called a meeting; but thoge who 
pay money for those slips of paper which they call scrip, have a deeper interest in those 
meetings, and wish to move their self-chosen directors to do what is fair and impartial 
to the benefit of the company. But, if anyone reads the last proceedings of this com- 
pany, ke will be surprised at the language and manner things are treated there. In the 
first place, we find a President occupying the chair, who, with such a polite submission 
to the shareholders, like the King of Prussia to his Parliament, says—‘ We will not 
alter the constitution: if you do not like it, go home.” Then the question of spending 
a large sum of money for an old water-wheel is equally treated with aboutas much 
courtesy ; and then comes the gold question. This is generally the theme upon which 
the want-to-be-wise men display the most ignorance. But this would be no harm, 
no matter how ignorant the President is of metallurgy and chemistry, no matter how 
ignorant the directors are, if they are only honest enough to take care of the company’s 
interest, and not listen to all sorts of stories, and be guided by them, without inquiring 
their correctness. Mr, G. Williams p d that the directors should put up two pans, 
and said that he knew that at the trials made at the Vigra they got out six times as 
much gold by Mosheimer’s pans than they obtained by Britten's; and why they kept 
the Britten pan continually at work, at a great and useless expenditure. Mr. Hirsch 
goes still further: he proposed to take 20 tons of ore for a fair trial to another works, 
where it would save the outlay of buying machines—but all this is negatived. They do 
not want a fuir trial; they will not listen to anything reasonable, but must have their 
own way to do with other people’s property what they like, to the damage of themselves 
and of all the shareholders, Now, this is very provoking, if men be managers, and will 
not listen to reason, But what is their excuse? Mr. Ripley tells them they havea 
Sloper, and that is equal to 2 tons per day. I should be very glad if Mr. Ripley would 
tell us next week how much gold they got out by the Sloper, and how much quicksilver 
they lost; and I am still ready to renew the bet I offered him, that the dry amalgama- 
tion will notdo, There appeared, also, a Mr. Goodman (I do not know who he is, but 
undoubtedly the wrong name). He says that at the trial at Vigra of my machines 
versus Britten's, they had not the same kind of quartz. I would advise Mr. Good

MINING IN WALES—THE CENTRAL MINERA, 


Smr,—Being in the neighbourhood of this mine a few days ago, I embraced the oppor- 
tunity of visiting the spot, and, with your permission, I will briefly state a few of the 
facts and impressions I received, which may be interesting to distant shareholders.

TRANSFER OF SHares.—Under the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, 
a company is entitled, before making a transfer in the register, to demand that the cer- 
tificate of shares should be left at the office for inspection by the Board, and it is not 
bound to be satisfied with the bare production of it toaclerk. The Master of the Rolls 
80 decided in re the East Wheal Martha Mining Company. His Honour said the di- 
rectors alone were the proper judges of the evidence of the title of the transferor, and 
they were quite right in refusing to delegate to a clerk of the company the responsibility 
of deciding whether a decument was spurious or not. A shareholder might deposit his 
certificate by way of mortgage, and then come and ask for a transfer, producing a false 
one. The directors were entitied to satisfy themselves that no such fraud bad been 
committed. 


Promissory Nores AND BiLts or Excuance.—This Act, chapter 105 
(which is to continue in force for three years), repeals the 17 Geo, III., c. 30, and also 
the 17th section an1 certain schedules of the 8 and 9 Vict.,c, 38; and thus removes the 
restrictions before existing on the negociation of any promissory or other note (not being 
a note payable to bearer on demand), bill of exchange, draft, or undertaking in writing 
(being negociable or transferable) for the payment of 20s. or above, and less than 51, 
not made, drawn, or endorsed in the manner provided by the before-mentioned enact- 
ments, which required that the names and places of abode of the payees should be spe- 
cified, and that the notes and bills, &., should not run more than 21 days, and should

Wesoon met with water, which re- 
tarded our progress, and had eventually to put down a lift, which occasioned further de- 
‘ay; but, after prosecuting the clearing for 20 fms. from surface, or 12 fms. below the 
adit, we came down upona tin lode underlying north, which appeared to be worked to 
some extent, and contained good tinstuff. The only workings seen west of the shaft is 
an end driven 3 fms., and this north of the lode, so that little of the lode is broken west 
of shaft, but that little has a good appearance for tin, and the lode is 2 ft. wide, worth 
7i.perfm.

The general character of the lode is chlorite, mixed 
with tin and a little capel, There is copper also in the back, but this contains tin in 
such quantity as to be more valuable for tin than copper, Its appearance is that of are- 
gular tin-bearing lode, and one that is likely to be very productive. Its value in the 
back is 12/7. per fm. ; it is worth in the bottom from 12/. to 152. perfm. We have been 
working on the lode to ascertain its value, and have now about 70/. worth of tin at sur- 
face, but we have done this under great disadvantages, for the air is bad, and we must 
have ventilation, which can be had by clearing two shafts—one eastward and another 
northward. This work will be commenced at once. There are deeper workings below 
us, from which the water was formerly drawn by horses; and, as so much tin is found 
in the upper part of the workings, and it would be more expensive to draw the water 
@ greater depth, the probability is that we shall see something much better below; but, 
if we only discover ground as we now have it, we sball soon get the mine to pay cost, 
or we are certainly opening up a good mine.—J. Nancarrow, R. Kyuckey. 


The Cuartnmam sald, up to the present time it had been the custom to divide the costs 
at each general meeting; but it now became a question for the meeting to decide, whe- 
ther it would not be desirabie to make a call, not only sufficient to pay off the debit ba- 
lance, but to leave sufficient in hand to meet labour costs for the current quarter. —— Mr.

Mr, EMANUEL enquired if Capt. Nancarrow could form any opinion as to when the 
mine could be in a paying state?———-Capt. Narcarnow said the development of the 
discoveries made was considerably retarded for want of air.

In the lowersection of the mine the various works have been pushed forward 
successfully, Operations of limited extent were resumed at La Trinidad Mine in June, 
to maintain the company’s rights. The haciendas have been kept fully and profitably em- 
ployed. Mr. Fitzherbert has taken a barra, or 1-24th part, of La Perla Mine, in La Luz 
district, the outlay in which is at present limited toa few dollars a month. The directors 
have approved of the same. The available assets in Mexico (comprising cash balance, 
mint certificates, and uncoined silver) amounted on Sept. 17 to $102,428, with no lia- 
bilities, and the estimated value of tortas and ores on hand and under reduction $81,300, 
New taxes were decreed in July, and after appeal have been fixed at $540 per month. 
The directors hoped to have been able to recommend a’dividend, but the state of political 
affuirs in Mexico has rendered it impossible for Mr. Fitzherbert to send a remittance to 
the coast. As soon as a sufficient amount is received the proprietors will be called to- 
gether to determine upon a dividend. The balance-sheet having been previously cir- 
culated was taken as read. 

The CaaIRMAn, in moving the adoption of the report, remarked that they hadin Mexico 
sufficient to a dividend of 7s. 6d. per share, yet were unable to make the division, 
owing to the ty of getting it to the coast. He believed, however, that the pre.

course would be to give notice, that at the next meeting, or at a special meeting, if ne- 
cessary, he would move a resolution to amend the articles. ——- Mr, WricuT then moved— 
“ That, in the opinion of the meeting, the payment of 700/. per annum to the directors}was 
excessive in the present position of the company.”——-Mr. Wray dfd not see the utility 
of passing such a resolution, but would second it, if it were thought usefal.——Mr. Hin 
thought that is was desirable to get respectable directors at any price. He considered 
that the remuneration was not excessive.

It need not be concealed that the mining market is also (but, according to the 7imes, 
only in a slight degree) adversely operated upon ; the cause, however, being unique, as 
it consists only of a reaction consequent upon the rise in the value of money to 6 per 
cent., buttoning the pockets of lenders, and applying a check which is generally regarded 
as necessary, and, therefore, wholesome. The fact will simply convert the mining mar- 
ket into a buying one, and leave all good shares untouched in value. However, as an 
exception to the reasoning applied to the event, it must be stated that some very favourite 
shares have slackened speed, without reference to the question of their intrinsic value, 
which will give speculators a temporary opportunity of buying at lower rates, and, pro- 
bably, of realising again handsome profits. The writer is no eulogist of detractors of 
mining properties beyond the limits of fair criticism, but of the exercise of the latter 
element he is an ardent admirer; since, if the criticism descends to abuse, and is unde- 
served, it recoils, sooner or later, upon its authors. A bona fide mine, supported by 
reports of a perfectly reliable character, will always take its station as a mine, whilst 
such new concerns as cannot stand the test of criticism quickly find their way into 
nothingness.

For the bona fides of this concern, it is only 
necessary to refer to the character and position of the two agents who have reported 
upon its merits, Captains T. Peirce and R. Nankivel!, and consequently this stock must 
soon be at a handsome premium, if done justice to. Twetve AposTies’ last report states 
that “ from driving the ends in No. 1 shaft (i.e. the shaft next to Central Minera) 4 tons 
of lead ore per day can be raised,” which is something rather extraordinary, when other 
lodes in the amalgamation are yielding 12 tons per fathom. Well may lead mines just 
now be in the ascendant, and it cannot be denied that they are so.

THE MARAZION DISTRICT—No, IIL.

The returns from these mines during the 
last two centuries, or, in fact, since the year 1720 (the year the Old Wheal Fortune was 
discovered), have yielded several millions sterling in copper and tin ores, and as several! 
of the greatest and most productive mines in Devon and Cornwal! are nearly exhausted 
for copper, no doubt this locality will command the attention of enterprising and busi- 
ness men in future. A few years ago the royally, or dues, was very high in this dis- 
trict, which caused adventurers to seek other lands for investment; but, with the ex- 
ception of a few, the landed proprietors generaly are now disposed to meet the times, 
notwithstanding some are still to be found who follow the laws of the Medes and Per- 
sians, and whose lands ought not to be noticed or sought after. 





Dotwen Mine.—Creaso’s Excavating Machine, perfected by the Cam- 
brian Foundry ey for the Clara Company, is now at work in this 
deep adit, being driven by a small steam-boiler. This adit is being opened 
8 feet by 7 feet, and will be a fine trial of what has long been considered 
one of the most valuable pieces of unexplored mining ground inCardiganshire, It has 
three east and west main lodes passing through its length, or, rather, obliquely through 
the mountain (Dolwen); and these lodes will, from its acclivity, by this deep adit, 
which is started at the brook side, be cut at a depth of nearly 80 fathoms from surface, 
and at 90, 115, and 145 fathoms respectively (or thereabouts) from the mouth of the 
level. These lodes are said to have been dialled by many experienced mineral survey- 
ors, all of whom agree that they are the same lodes as those now so profitably worked 
ut the Lisburne Mines near thereto. In any case, the Clara Company is not working in 
the dark, as the most northern lode is opened upon to a depth of 14 fathoms at the top 
of the hill, which lode there contains a large quantity of lead ore; in fact, almost every 
atone on the mine (broken from the outcrop or these three lodes) contains a large per- 
centage of mineral. Yhe driving of this level has been talked of for years, but every 
company, or party of adventurers, has shirked the work, solely in consideration of the 
length of time it would necessarily take to open upon it by manual labour. The posses- 
sion of this machine, however, placea the matter in a different light; for itis proved to 
be capable of relieving this, and even the dangerous labour of the miner, so thoroughly, 
that the men (saved from the exhaustion of forcing the borer, or jumper, home) have 
already offered to work twelve, instead of the usual eight, hours per day; while the 
space of ground opened by, or rather through, its medium will be increased as four to 
one. The driving of this deep tunnel, of 150 fathoms, in hard killas rock, need not, 
therefore, occupy more than twelve months. This power is known as Crease’s machine, 
in which some important improvements have been effected by the engineer of the Cam- 
brian Foundry, Aberystwith. The Royal Commission on Mining, of which Lord Kin- 
naird is Chairman, inspected the machine at this company’s works in August last, when 
two holes were bored the usual depth of 16 inches in a large boulder of rock taken from 
the sea-side, the time occupied for the two being 27 minutes. The Commissioners ex- 
pressed themselves highly satisfied with its importance to the interest they represented, 
adding, that favourable mention of the invention, and of the improvements, should be 
made in their report to Parliament, as the machine was calculated to prove to be an 
immense boon to the mining community. This spirited introduction of the machine by 
the Clara Company Is a matter of public congratulation, and its working and duty will 
be accurately reported in this Journal every fortnight.

RemarKs.—The advances which have this week been made in the Bank 
rate of discount, from 4 to 6 per cent., though doubtless a necessary and 
salutary measure, will, to a certain extent, act prejudicially on the etal 
Market; for, although there is not much fear that it will interfere with 
legitimate bustness, it will certainly check speculation, which has lately been 
very se and has caused a certain amount of activity in the market: 
it will also tend to prevent additional advances in the prices of those 
metals which showed a tendency to still increased rates, and is calculated 
further to depress those already in a languishing condition. However, 
should the measure be the means of withdrawing operations in those du- 
bious schemes, so many of which are now before the public, and restoring 
them to more legitimate channels, it will be eventually attended with very 
beneficial results. 

Correr.—The market still continues firm, and the demand good, but 
the prospect of an advance in price is materially affected by the Bank ad- 
vance, and it is now very unlikely that, in the face of this advance, any 
rise will take place at present.

In the columns of some of the local journals, great bitterness has been expressed t 
wards us for using the power of ejectment; but if we do not use that power how coula,9 
we gain possession of our property? It is the only means we have, and has always been 
enforced. If once understood by the Union men that the coalowners were intimidated. 
by the public not to use this power, we should have no end of strikes, for it is. the only 
protection we have. The houses are as necessary for the working of a colliery as the 
engine; and if the Union men were allowed to keep possession of the houses, they could 
effectually stop any colliery as long as they chose. If there isany odium due to the firm 
of Messrs, STRAKER and Love for ejectment, such odium must fall upon myself,as Messrs. 
STRAKER have nothing to do with the management of the colliéries. I defy any man to 
prove that I am the author of an unkind action, unless done to prevent greater evils. 

As to whether the — of paying by measure or by weight is prefer- 
able there'is considerable difference of opinion, even amongst the men them- 
selves, but we believe that, as a rule, weighing is the most satisfactory to 
both parties—the question, however, of weighing or measuring is of se- 
condary consideration with the men; the “laid-out hutches” being the 
great grievance. The “laying out” of short measure tubs we deem to be 
absolutely requisite to prevent the master being defrauded by the less scru- 
pulous of the workmen, but the fixing of a limit for the deficiency which 
shall cause the forfeiture of the tub (so as not to compel the man to give 
overweight everytime to avoid the loss of the tub) is only reasonable. The 
resolution of the men that they “ would be willing to return to their work 
provided they worked by the score, were satisfied with the standard weight 
fixed on the tubs by the masters, had a weighman of their own, had no tubs 
confiscated under 56 lbs. deficiency, and were paid for overweight,” appears 
to us perfectly just, except that 56 Ibs. deficiency seems to be rather a large 
margin. To these propositions the masters, however, are ready to consent, 
which reduces the points of dispute to two—the raising of the price and 
the re-employment of the men whom the masters have deemed it advis- 
able to discharge. 

_ With regard to prices, the men state that they “ want for yard work— 
siding over, 9d. per ton; mining headways, ls. 4d. per yard; broad walls, 
1s. 2d. per yard, including stone; also all narrow bords 1s. per yard; hole- 
ing @ bord narrow, 1s. per yard; and for turning a bord away two yards 
wide, and laying it ont wide, 8s. The following prices for the coal per 
ton: The Northway whole coal, 1s. 84. per ton; the Southway whole coal, 
1s. 1}d. per ton; and all broken, 1s. per ton.” Now, inasmuch as these 
prices are equal to an advance of about 25 per cent., we do not see how it is 
probable that the masters should concede them; whilst with regard to the re- 





employment of the “ sacrificed men,” we not think that the masters would 
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be justified, in their own interest, in again employing them. It would be | 
positively encouraging the Miners’ Union to reduce the men topoverty, and 
thus throw them as a burden on the poor-rates. — 

As every success of the Union is used to the injury of both masters and 
workmen, we maintain that it is almost impossible for too stringent steps 
to be taken against all such combinations. The evil effects of permitting 
the Union men to gain the slightest advantage will be apparent from the 
fact that at the Inkerman Colliery, near Tow Law, the property of Mr. 
Spark, they succeeded in obtaining their objects and defeating the owner. 
The owner objected to employ two men there. The men met and informed 
the owner that unless he employed the two men they would stop the col- 
liery. Their demand was complied with, as the owners did not wish to 
have the colliery laid in. Afterwards he wished to employ some additional 
men at the colliery. The men waited upon him again, and stated that 
they would instantly strike if these men were engaged. Such a loss he 
could not submit to, and againcomplied. Surely no one will contend that 
masters are to be thus dictated to by their servants, for the result would 
necessarily be that the workman would be enabled to place his own work 
at any price he might choose, and thus secure to himself the profits of the 
colliery, leaving the master no other privilege than that of supplying the 
necessary funds, free of any interest whatever. The position is absurd. 
The workman should know, and if he lacks the knowledge the sooner there 
is some most stringent Parliament enactment upon the subject the better 
for the country generally, that the value of his labour can only reasonably 
be judged of in the saine way as we judge of the value of a loaf of bread, 
and that a combination of workmen to unjustly raise the value of labour 
is as dangerous, and must be as thoroughly prevented, by force if necessary,

‘The injary which the men inflict upon the masters by limiting their earn- 
ings to @ fixed amount per day (such amount being far below that which 
with ordinary labour they could earn) is manifest, since there are certain 
fixed charges which must go on, whether the men work or are idle. In 
the case of Messrs. SrRaAKER and Love’s collieries, the men do not deny 
that they reduced their earnings to 3s., and then to 1s. 3d. per day, but as 
to what they can earn, an opinion may best be formed from the particulars 
given by “A Pitman,” whom the Editor of a local journal, decidedly in 
the interest of the men, states to be one of those who have not turned out 
on strike. It would, perhaps, have been more conclusive had the figures 
been ‘extracted from the pay-sheets of the colliery, but as the writer states 
that his assertions are based upon his own observations, and the men’s 
own declarations, they are not without value. He says that most of the 
men alluded to have now joined the Union, and many of them were the 
foremost to strike. There have beea many men at Sunnybrow old pit that 
have made from 50s. to 4/. per fortnight for the last six months to his 
knowledge. Peter and Owen Maxin each averaged 31. per fortnight for 
the last six months. CuamBers and Warson between 3/. and 4/. per 
fortnight for the same time; Tuomas Martow and Patrick Roacu be- 
tween 32. and 52. each per fortnight; Jonn GouLpy made 35s, for six 
days last fortnight, and 13s. for two days this pay; Rirey and Lauter, 
the two Ssarts, Connor, Currey, Moor, Porp.eton, Ex.is, SuLit- 
vAN, Pattison, Ritsnaw, the two Watrtons, Brisk, Watsu, GouLpr, 
and others, averaged between 40s. and 50s. per fortnight for each (full 
time) for the last six months. -"lace those men in juxtaposition with the 
man who complains that he earns but 2s. a day, and it will be found that 
he forms the exception, and very likely an idle exception, too, for he has 
known of men getting from 5s. to 6s. per day who could only work from 
four to eight days a fortnight through drink, who have actually been turned 
away from the colliery for neglect of work. If such men happened to be 
in inferior places, which necessarily are in all collieries, and workiog on 
this scale, they would not have even 2s. per day the fortnight through. 
Look at the aforesaid Goutpy, getting 35s. for six days’ work, and losing 
six days more through drink. Had he wrought his full fortnight he would 
have had 32. 10s. instead of 35s. The writer states further, that for the 
last six months he haselost but three tubs—two for splints, and one slack 
full; at Oakenshaw, where he wrought five months, he lost two slack full; 
he never lost a tub anywhere else that he wrought. Surely, then, there 

must be some fault with the man who “ had his whole day’s work (eleven 
tubs) taken.” : ; E 

Before a workman suffers himself to be led to sacrifice the happiness of 
himself and family by assisting in a strike, he should well ascertain the 
motives by which the leaders of the movement are actuated, and it is only 
in very exceptional instances that these motives will bear scrutiny. Let 
the colliers only look at the present position of those delegates by whom 
they have previously been led, and at the mode by which their present de- 
legates obtain their livelihood, and they will soon see that their pretended 
friends (the advocates of the Miners’ Union) live well by depriving the 
colliers and the colliers’ families of food and lodging. Can the colliers 
refer to half-a-dozen instances of the Union advocates being hard-working 
men? wethink not. The only men who advocate trade unions and strikes 
are those who are too lazy to work themselves, and too unfeeling to con- 
sider the cruelty they inflict upon numberless women and children who are 
dependent on the colliers’ labour; whilst the Union advocate live well, 
and pocket thrice the amount of a collier’s garnings, the workman him- 
self is reduced to penury through following his advice. Yet to pity the 
collier, or contend that he is entitled to sympathy because he simply acts 
upon bad counsel, would be an insult to the working man, for it would be 
assuming that he is deficient of that intelligence which we are assured he 
possesses. ‘The truth is, that, as a rule, workmen are inclined rather to 
express the opinions habitually expressed by workmen about the over- 
bearing character of masters than to make known their own true feelings 
on the subject, and hence it is that workmen can be led, like sheep to 
slaughter, by any demagogue who will but tell them that they are oppressed 
by their employers. ; i 

The ejection of the colliers and their families irom the cottages at Brance- 
peth is not only justifiable, but, in our opinion, a proper, judicious, and 
nece course. Thecottage and the coal for domestic purposes can only 
be regarded as of the colliers’ wages, and ejection from the cottage 
should take place the instant the man leaves work, regardless of any in- 
conveniences or hardships that may be entailed upon himself and family. 
To advocate any other course would be to argue that the master should be 
compelled to continue a portion of a servant’s wages after the servant has 
ceased to serve him. ere it proposed to pay a mechanic (earning 50s. 
per week whilst working) 20s. per week whilst on strike, the proposition 

pu be regarded, and very properly so, as’ absurd; yet this is precisely 

he coalmasters are asked to do, and in case of refusal the public are 
wppealed to, that the men may the means to defy those who have 
viously employed them. If the public would really serve the work-

Classes, they should leave the men on strike entirely to their own resources, 

and let them hear the “tremulous voices of the harmless women and 
children,” reduced to starvation, in the hope that it may teach them to act, 
in fature, upon their own judgment, instead of being led away by the false 
arguments of worthless demagogues.

quantity fixed, 7 cwts. and a few pounds being the most that can be put 
into them, and suggest that a given number of tubs at each colliery should 
be weighed, and the average taken as the future standard. We do not 
see that Mr. Love can reasonably object to his tubs being so tested, for, if 
the standard fixed be not too high, the test would make no difference to 
his arrangements; whilst, if it be really true that the tubs will only con- 
tain 7 cwts. and a fraction, it is obvious that to fix the standard at 7} cwts., 
and forfeit all tubs more than 56 lbs. short, would be unjust in the extreme. 
In a dispute like the present, both men and masters must inake allowances 
for the angry feeliags of the other party, and neither should reject a mani- 
festly just proposition because it may, for the moment, touch their pride. 





THE GAS COALS OF GREAT BRITAIN—No. I. 

The vast variety of coals obtained from British collieries alone is a mat- 
ter of peculiar interest to the geologist and mineralogist, and, in an im- 
dustrial point of view its importance can scarcely be over-estimated. Gas 
coal, house coal, and steam coal are varieties deriving their names from 
purely commercial and industrial considerations; and, although the pro- 
perties constituting the difference in these three kinds of coal merge into 
each other, there is, nevertheless, even in average external characteristics, 
a very distinct and easily-recognisable difference, by which the engineer 
and miner may be guided in seeking the most suitable market for any 
class of coals. 

The gas coals are not less heterogencous in their composition and pro- 
perties than are the other varieties we have named, although there is, 
perhaps, a greater uniformity of lustre, of fracture and of hardness among 
them than is the case with other varieties, and, therefore, so far as ap- 
pearances go, they are not so nearly related tothe house and steam varie- 
ties as these are to each other. These remarks refer more particularly to 
what are called the “ Cannel ” and the “ Parrot ”’ coals, as there are a great 
many “‘caking” coals which, though differing in a very slight degree in 
external feature from the ordinary open-burning variety, contain, never- 
theless, a valaable amount of gas of high illuminating power, and are, 
consequently, used in gas making, and referred to in the market and in 
science journals and books as gas coals. ‘The so called ‘“ Boghead mine- 
ral” is a gas coal; although somewhat peculiar in its lustre, scratch, or 
powder, and in its fracture, it, nevertheless, has a very near parallel in a 
portion of the Leeswood coal, North Wales, so far as regards the quantity 
and density of the gas it yields. , 

‘Parrot ” and “Cannel” may be considered as synomymous terms; 
the former seems to have been given as a name to gas coal, owing to the 
circumstance of its making a noise, when burning, similar to the cackle of 
a parrot; and the latter—a provincialism for candle—is the name applied 
to the same kind of coal because of its burning with a flame, and in country 
places, and in farm houses near to the gas coal collieries, it gencrally both 
serves the purpose and saves the expense of house candles. 

Gas coals are to be considered in two ways—as to how many cubic feet 
of gas per ton of coal can be obtained from them, and as to the quality or 
illuminating power of the gas. Quantity and quality, therefore, form two 
separate questions for the consideration of the producer and consumer, and 
these properties are in no degree more dependent upon each other as re- 
gards this article of commodity than they are with respect to any other. 
Quantity is estimated in a general way from the amount of volatile matter 
which a coal yields. The following is an extract from a table of analyses 
of various Scotch Cannels, made by Dr. Penny, of Glasgow, from which 
may be gathered some useful information respecting the‘relative composi-

The standard of comparison for the photogenic, or illuminating power, 
of coal gas has not always been the same. 4s the illuminating power of 
the gas depends upon the presence of the heavy carburets of hydrogen and 
the vapours of naphtha, and seeing that these substances are condensible 
in anhydrous sulphuric acid, in bromine, and chlorine, the method of as- 
certaining the photogenic power suggested and practised by Mr. Henry, 
has been by finding what percentage of gas was condensible by bromine. 
A spermaceti candle, consuming 120 grains per hour, is now, however, 
generally aijopted, and we are consequently in the habit of speaking about 
the light-giving power of gas as being equal to so many candles. Ac- 
cording to this standard of comparison, the Boghead coal is about 37— 
that is, the illuminating power of its gas is equal to the light produced by 
37 spermaceti candles, each consuming at the rate of 120 grains sperm to 
the hour; Lesmahago is 27; Capeldrae, 19; Arniston, 22; Ramsey, 21; 
Wemyss, 24; Pelton, 14; Pelton Cannel, 18; Leverson Cannel, 18; Wash- 
ington Cannel, 18; Pelaw, 12; New Pelton, 12; Dean’s Primrose, 13;

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Nov. 5.—The Coal and Coke Trades here are extremely brisk generally, 
the Steam Coal Trade alone remaining dull and flat, with only a poor pro- 
spect for the winter. ‘The house, gas, and coking collieries are extremely 
busy, with a good propsect for some time to come. The Iron Trade con- 
tinues good, and prices still have an upward tendency; an advance of 30s, 
per ton has been realised for rails, bars, &c., during the past two months, 
and a further rise is talked of as likely to take place shortly, of 10s. per 
ton. Makers generally have their books pretty full; many, indeed, have 
orders on hand that will require some time to execute, and, consequently, 
are not at all anxious to book more at present prices. This is a most pro- 
sperous state of things, and it is likely to continue. The coal and coke 
trade, of course, has received a considerable impetus from the active move- 
ment in the iron trade. 


The strike at Messrs. Straker and Love’s collieries has caused a very 
great amount of excitement in the district. The ejectment of the men 
and their families in such very inclement weather has greatly increased 
this feeling, and has secared for the men a certain amount of sympathy, 
quite apart from the real merits of the question at issue, Indeed, although 
the daily press of Newcastle has published whole volames of matter on the 
subject, the public are still, we venture to say, perfectly ignorant as to the 
real cause and nature of the differences, At one meeting, indeed, one of 
the men at Brancepeth Colliery stated that *‘ they did not know what they 
really wanted.” They had then been out a fortnight, and, according to 
his view, did not really appear to be at all agreed as to what they required. 
The first subject started as the grievance was the “ set out,” and a demand 
that the tubs should be weighed. This has been conceded by Mr. Love, 
but still no agreement has been arrived at, and at present there does not 
appear to be the slightest prospect of sucharesult. ‘The concessions made 
by Mr. Love will practically entirely remove the evil complained of as to 
excess of ‘set out,” as, should they not engage to work entirely by a ton- 
nage price, he agrees to lower the standard of each tub, paying the same 
prices as heretofore, which is equivalent to an advance of price, and also 
to increase the margin allowed below the standard weight before a tub is 
‘set out,” from 28 lbs. to 561bs. One of the principal points of dispute 
was the standard weight adopted; another point was the confiscation of 
tubs for small deficiencies; and the third was the non-payment for over- 
weight. On each of these Mr. Love has made some allowance. The pre- 
sent standard weight at Oakenshaw is 7 cwts. 3qrs. 7 lbs. What Mr. Love 
proposes is to make the standard 7 ewts. 3 qrs., 4 cwt. to be allowed before 
the tubs are ‘‘set out” (that is double the quantity now allowed). All 
overweight will be paid for; each man is to receive his own overweight. 
The score to be fixed same as before. Each party (masters and men) to 
appoint their own weighman. ‘The same score-price as before. The con- 
ditions at Brancepeth Colliery are the same, with the exception of the 
weight. ‘The standard is to be 8 cwts, 3 qrs., which is 15 lbs. less than 
the owners are now paying rent for; 4 cwt. to be allowed before the tub 
is “set out.” At Willington Pit the standard weight is 8 ewts, 3 qrs., 
and royalty (say the owners) is there paid for 8 cwts, 3 qrs. 18 lbs; 4 cwt. 
to be allowed before the tub is “set out.”” Notices to the above effect have 
been, or will be, posted at Messrs, Straker and Love’s collicries, and the 
men will be at liberty to return to work on these terms. This meets the 
views of the men to some extent, but they seem to be scarcely satisfied 
that an arbitration between three of the owners and three of their own 
body had not been agreed to. 

What, then, do the men want to be at? The groundwork of a recon- 
ciliation appears to be laid by these concessions. On Saturday a report was 
current that the points in dispute were to be referred to arbitration, the 





21 men choosing three coal hewers from Pease’s collieries, and the owners 


were expected to appoint three viewers to meet the said hewers. It ap- 
pears, however, that Mr. Love declines to accede to this, preferring to ar- 
range his own affairs, This is much to be regretted, as the parties appear 
to be so much at variance that a conference with any prospect of good re- 
sults appears to beimpracticable. Itis useless to shut our eyes to the fact 
that, apart from any definite dispute as to prices and working arrange- 
ments, there is a quarrel of a serious kind between the owners and the men 
in this case respecting the Union. The first act of the men was only a 
prelude tothe strike; we allude to the restricting the amount of their earn- 
ings to 3s. per day. This foolish proceeding could only injure both owners 
and workmen; and, as this and various other acts of insubordination were 
attributed by Mr. Love to the dictation of certain parties who had been 
active in the establishment of the Union, he resolved to be rid of those 
men, and gave them fourteen days notice to quit. ‘These men the Unionists 
demand to be retained; a protracted struggle is, therefore, most likely to 
take place. We cannot help thinking that the affairs would have been 
better arranged if the Union had been dispensed with, and the men of each 
colliery conferred with their employers on their particular affairs. Dur- 
ing the last twenty years the district has been remarkably free from strikes, 
and prices have fluctuated considerably as the market has varied. The 
break up of the Vend system and the Union being generally considered 
to be the cause of this long peace, and now that the Union is once more 
partially established a formidable strike is the almost natural result. 

As Mr. Love has concided quite sufficient to lead to an amicable ar- 
rangement in this case, with regard to the arrangements as to “‘ set-out,” 
weighing the coals, &c., it is much to be regretted that he has not acceded 
to the proposal of the men—to submit the case to arbitration, as if that 
were done every means would then be exhausted, and the question would 
at once assume its real complexion—that is, it would be fully understood 
that it is simply a demand of a higher rate of wages, This, however, is 
more than suspected at present, for, according to the reporter for the Daily 
Chronicle, who eannot be accused of opposing the interests of the men. 
the latter “ are quite willing to admit that the changes they demand would 
make a difference of 20,000/. to Messrs. Love ” (per annum, we presume); 
‘but there would still be left an ample margin, and the same returns as 

received at other collieries, where no extortion has been practised.” If 
the men really are so ignorant as has been represented, we are afraid that 
sad experience alone will have tobe their teacher. The trade, as we have 
before remarked, has been perfectly open for many years, the coalowners 

doing the best for themselves, both as to selling their produce and getting 

workmen, so that the prices of coal and prices of labour must, we think, 

be at their natural level. Ifthe Union progresses so as to disturb this state 
of things, the result, in our opinion, will be nothing but disaster for all par- 
ties. Let the men look to it, and pause before they proceed further with 

their dangerous experiment. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 5.—The Iron Trade continues steadily firm, there is a fair demand, 
and prices are well maintained. The advance, the permanence of which 
was at one time a good deal questioned, is now decidedly established, and 
is obtained without any difficulty, So far as present appearances point, 
the trade is in a decidedly healthy state. Ironstone is firm, and the price 
is high. The North Staffordshire trade is also brisk—in fact, there are 
fully as many orders on hard there as in South Staffordshire. Most of 
the hardware branches are tolerably active, and some branches are decidedly 
busy. ‘The new Staffordshire Bank (limited) has been most successfully 
launched, and it is understood that the applications already equal the number of shares 
to be allotted. The share list is to be closed on Tuesday next. The bank has the great 
advantage of being in the hands of men in the district well acquainted with every- 
one’s position, and its operations are intended to extend to contiguous places, where 


either it will replace old banks, or will establish branches where no banking facilities 
at present exist.

r. Thomas Rose, at the Bradley Works, near Bilston, has terminated in a verdict of 
“* Accidental Death.” Mr. Edward Marten, the engineer of the local Boiler Association, 
gave evidence as to the state in which he found the boiler. The evidence showed that 
the boiler had been emptied that morning, and cleaned, and, of course, during that time 
it was disconnected with the other boiler. Whether it was connected with it when 
the explosion occurred could not be discovered, as the engineer in charge was seen di- 
rectly after the accident doing something to the stop-valve, and it was said to the safety- 
valvealso.

An explosion occurred on Friday last at the Salt Wells Colliery, belonging to the Earl 
of Dudley, which has resulted in the death of three men, and serious injuries to two 
others. An inquest has been opened, but owing to the state in which the survivors 
were, it was necessary for the enquiry to be adjourned. The effects of the explosion 





were enhanced by the presence of half-a-dozen pounds of gunpowder. 
A dinner was held on Saturday last, at an ian in Wolverhampton, at which 226 
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puddiers and others sat down, the design being to celebrate the successful result of the 
late strike. Mr. Robert Sidney, brother of Alderman Sidney, M.P., who resides in the 
town, presided, and in a sensible speech advised the men to act in any emergency by the 
advice of the most sensible and best educated men amongst them, and not to be guided 
by that of itinerant men. There can be no doubt that the successful result of the late 


strike has done very much to favour the principle of combination amongst the men. If 
that combination is wisely conducted, it will be of more good than evil. The great 
drawback is the want of education gst the pudd! 





A writer in the Birmingham Daily /’ost calls attention to the fallure which has 
hitherto been felt to work up the scraps cut off Bessemer iron. He says—“* The scraps 
from this iron have been subjected to intense heat, but they will not ‘ ball-up’ or coalesce, 
80 as to become, as in the case of puddied-iron, a homogeneous mass, such as that from 
which it was originally taken. Then it has been attempted to weld some of the scraps 
together in the usual manner of welding steel; and skilled blacksmiths, who have had 
great experience in steel welding, have tried their utmost, but even after the metal has 
been so heated that it was feared it would fall to pieces beneath the hammer, yet no 
chemical union could be effected. The two pieces thus operated upon bear the appear- 
ance when cold of having been glued together; and a sharp tap of the hammer on the 
edges of the two pieces of metal so united would again separate them, Large accumu- 
lations of scraps have taken place at the works of the persons who are using the process ; 
and the matter is being regarded by them in a serious light, for, as at present under- 
stood, all this property is absolutely valueless.” 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Nov, 5.—The staple trades of the district remain in about the same 
state as reported last week. ‘The ironworks are well employed, and the 
makers have a good number of orders on the books, ‘This week the pud- 
dlers and others employed about the works have commenced working at 
the rise, which, in the majority of instances, is 10 percent. There isa large 
business doing in the Steam Coal Trade, and the demand for house cual 
is improving. A scarcity of coasting tonnage is still felt to a considerable 
extent. A paragraph has been going round the papers, with the sensation 
heading of “ Threatened Strike among the Welsh Colliers,” and it is only 
justice to the men that the public should be set righton the matter. There 
was a meeting of the colliers, it is true, and it was determined to apply for 
an advance, but nothing was said about “10 per cent.,” or a “ month’s 
notice,” or a “strike.” The men resolved to ask for an advance, and left 
it to their masters entirely what that advance should be. ‘There was not 
then, or is there now, any intention of resorting to a turn-out. It appears 
the paragraph first appeared in the Zimes, and it is rather strange that the 
leading journal gave currency to such statements without being satisfied 
as to the channel they came through. ; 

A special meeting of the Lianelly Harbour Trust was held on Friday, 
in reference to the proposed dock extension noticed in my last week’s re- 
port. Mr. J. H. Rees occupied the chair, and there was a numerous at- 
tendance. It was resolved that the Dock Improvement Committee be re- 
quested to meet the committee of the directors of the Lianelly Railway and Dock Com- 
pany, in order to discuss and settle the conditions to be attached to the guarantee agreed 
to by the Trust. The following resolutions were also passed by @ majority of nine to 
two:—“1, That ! d dock dation was of vital importance, and necessary 
to the further development of the trade of the port.—2. That it was the duty of the 
Commissioners to seek increased facilities for the shipping.—3. That another year should 
not be allowed to pass without the Commissioners seeking for farther power—parita- 
meatary or otherwise—to have or construct a dock, and connect the same with the several 
railways of the district.—4. That a practical engineer should be engaged to advise as to 
the best scheme for adoption.—5. That the Dock Improvement Committee be requested to 
take the necessary steps to carry out these views, and to prepare and issue the notices 
of the intended application to Parliament, or otherwise, in the coming session, and that 
such notice should embrace any provisions calculated to extend the powers of the Com- 
missioners or the railway company in relation to the general administration of the Com- 
missioners or the railway company.” Judging from these resolutions, it is evident that 
there is a strong feeling at Lianelly in favour of the proposed dock extension. 

The Pencoed blast-furnace, erected some five years ago, is about to be 
blown in by Mr. 'T, P. Price, and some London gentlemen. It is intended 
to produce pig-iron from the clay ironstone of the estate and cold-blast, 
and it is rumoured that the pig will be sent to the Pontnewynydd forge to be manufac- 
tured into finished iron. The property was visited by Mr, J. Hughes, C.., a few days 
ago, in connection with the proposed starting. + 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Monday, before Mr. Commissioner 
Hill, Mr. Henderson applied, on behalf of the official liquidator, for per- 
mission to file a bill in 7¢ Cardiff Preserved Coal and Coke Company 
(Limited), Te said that some time since an appeal was hear3 before the 
Lord Chancellor against the judgment of that Court, and at the end of his 
judgment the Lord Chancellor said—* If the parties have any good sense they will con- 
sent to contribute the money which the Commissioner has called upon them to contri- 
bute, because it is quite clear the case will not be without remody, although that remedy 
may be a protracted and costly one; but If, following a course too frequently adopted, 
an evincing an amount of obstinacy, and a want of prudence, they resist it, the official 
liquidator will have no other course than to institute proceedings for the purpose of 
making the property thus received by each individual available for the debts of the com- 

ny.” Upon that, communication bad taken place between Mr. Westall, representing 
the official Hquidator, and Mr. Flower, on the part of certain shareholders, which had 
ended in nothing save a total refusal to recognise the claims of the official liquidator, 
in accordance with the Lord Chancellor’s Judgment. Mr. Westall forwarded to him 
(Mr. Henderson) an affidavit, and requested him to apply for permission to file a bill. 
His Honoar said, that if there was a remedy it was in the Court of Equity,, and Mr. 
Henderson must cor sider that he had the Lord Chancellor’s opinion that there was a 
remedy in the Court of Equity, and that it was by bill. He might take his order. 

At the Newport Dock Company’s half-yearly meeting, on Thursday—Mr. W. 8. 
Cartwright in the chair—the report showed that the revenue for the past half-year 
amounted to 67891. 19s. 64., being a slight decrease as compared with the corresponding 
half-year. The disposable balance, after providing for reserve fand, was 1210/, 4s. 11d. 
The capital account showed that 328,561/7. 10s. 10d. had been already received, and 
337,9132. 13s. 10d, expended, leaving a debit balance of 93527. 3s. The Chairman 
moved the adoption of the report, and remarked that, upon the whole, the undertaking 
was improving, and their future prospects were promising. The reason of the slight 
decrease in the revenue for the past half-year was the removal of the Royal Mail Com- 
pany’s coal contract to Cardiff; but he expected that the same would return to Newport 
again before long. The import trade bad been, and was, increasing at an extraordinary 
rate, and it was evident that Newport was destined to become a great place of im- 
port. As compared with the same period in 1861, their general export trade for the 
past half-year showed an increase of no less than 400 per cent. Mr, C. Bailey, M.P., 
Mr. E, J. Phillips, Mr. James Murphy, Mr. Geo, Overton, and other gentlemen asked 
for explanations as to Lord Tredegar’s claim, Messrs. Rennie and Logan’s account, the 
proposed purchase of the docks by the Harbour Commissioners and Town Council, &c. 
Mr. Overton held that the prospects of the concern were not encouraging. The Chair- 
man replied that negoclations were stlil pending with Lord Tredegar, and Messrs. 
Rennie and Logan’s claim had been paid. The directors had not received any official 
communication from the Town Council and Harbour Commissioners as to the pro; 
purchase of the dock, The report was then adopted. The Chairman next moved that 
the balance of 12102. should be transferred to capital account, in order that it might 
be applied towards paying off the debt due to the bankers. Mr. Overton moved an 
amendment, that the balance should be applied towards paying the interest on the first 
preference capital. He contended that the preference shareholders had the first claim 
on the talance. The Chairman replied that the Attorney-General and Mr. Lush, Q.C., 
had given a different opinion, The amendment was lost, and the resolution was carried 
by a large majority. Mr. C. Bailey, M.P., gave notice that at the next meeting he 
should move that the dues be reduced to the same scale as at Cardiff. 

Tue Morra Cotuery Exrrosion.—The adjourned inquest was re- 
sumed on Friday, at the Police Court, Aberavon, before Mr. Cuthbertson, 
coroner for the district, and a respectable jury; Mr. E. Jones, Mayor of 
Aberavon, being the foreman. Mr. Thomas Evans, the Government In- 
spector of Mines for the district, was present during the proceedings, Mr. E. Strick, 
so 'icitor, Swansea, appeared to watch the inquest on behalf of Messrs. Vivian and Sons, 
the proprietors of the colliery. The first witness examined was Mr. William Gray, who 
said he had been manager of the colliery for the last fifteen years. He produced a plan 
of the whole of the workings, and a tracing of the more immediate scene of the explo- 
sion. Had measured the air that morning, which would be about the same as on the 
morning of the explosion. The total quantity going down the 9-feet vein, where the ex- 
ploston occurred, was 21,664 cubic feet per minute, and tothe whole colliery 98,604 cubic 
feet per minnte. The distance the air had to travel from the bottom of the shaft until 
it reached the furnace, so as to ventilate the whole of the east side, was 2854 yards, on 
the west side 2279 yards, He considered the quantity of air mentioned ample for the 
proper ventilation of the colliery. Every man would have about 500 cubic feet per mi- 
nute. Davy lamps were exclusively used, and an improved lock had been adopted, as 
they found the men could open the old square locks with two nails. On the morning 
of the explosion he went down to the colliery, about half-past nine o’clock, and when 
the explosion took place he was about twenty yards from the top of the 9-feet engine 
plane. He immediately made his way to the furnaces, and having found that every- 
thing was all right there, he then went down the engine inc!ine. Aoout 100 yards down 
there was a large fall, and with the assistance of others he managed to make an opening 
over the top. After getting over, he travelled about 100 yards further, and found Hum- 
phrey Jenkins lying on the engine plane, apparently suffering much from the injuries 
he had received. Hoe passed along the level, and found a fall, about 100 yards distant. 
The doors were blown in towards the face of the level, and in the lower east he found the 
doors blown inwards. After carefully examining the east workings, and giving the 
best possible directions under the circumstances, he, and those who were with him, 
crossed the main engine plane to the west district, when making their way up No.5 
range, lower west, they became affected by the choke-damp, and a few yards forward 
were overpowered. He was then taken out, and confined to his bed until the Monday. 
The gauging on No. 7 range; lower west, was blown down the bank ; and the first guag- 
tng of No. 6 had also been blown down. Fourteen bodies had been recovered, and there 
were 25 still in the colliery.—By Mr. Strick: His opinion was that the Davy was the best 
known safety-lamp.

was the underviewer at the Morfa Colliery for the last 14 years. He had been employed 
in various capacities in collieries since he was nine years of age. His duty, as under- 
viewer, was to superintend the underground workings generally, and to report to Mr. 
Gray if anything was wrong. He generally went down about 6 a.m., and did soon the 
morning of the explosion. The men were not allowed to go to their work until he re- 
ceived the reports of the nightmen that everything wasallright. He was in the 9-ft. vein 
the day before the accident and found no gas. On the Saturday morning, when the ex- 
plosion occurred, he received the reports of the nightmen that the colliery was in a safe 
state. The colliers were then allowed to p to their work. He saw Mr. Gray 
about a quarter to ten in the pit, and he then went up to his breakfast. Ongoing down

| was found with a large quantity of coal on him, and his lamp broken.. There were three 
| bodies yet not recovered in upper No. 5 level, also several in No. 6 west level. When 
| he was inspecting the workings on Friday he saw a fall in the goaf No. 5 west level. A 
| Stall hud been worked up in the solid from upper No. 5 level; the stall had been worked 
about 15 yards up, and on the Friday, when he was at the place, there was a brattice 
there within 8 or 9 ft. to the face, John Evans, one of the nightmen, or firemen, told 
him that there was gas in No.7 level east, and the working was in consequence stopped. 
| He would have had the gas cleared if the accident had not occurred. He was of opinion 
that the explosion was ceused by a fall in Morris’s heading.— William Williams said he 
was a collier, and worked at the Morfa Pit. His working place was on the eas, side of 
| the 9-ft. vein, and he went down about 6 a.m. on the morning of the explosion He 
| met Wililam Drummer, the overman, and the latter told him that his place was all 
} right. He found his stall ina good stateas regardsair. Mees Williams, one of the fire- 
| men, visited him during the morning, and he reported to him that his stall was all right. 
His lamp was always locked by Thomas Richards, at the lamp station, and if they lost 
fire in the day time, they had to find Rees Williams, the fireman, before they could get 
;a light. There was one burnt in the heading where he worked. The colliery generally 
was well ventilated.—Thomas Davies, another collier employed in the pit, said the col- 
liery was well ventilated, and the lamps were always carefully locked. Never knew 
that any of the me's went in with their lamps unlocked, or that they were in the habit 
of opening their lamps.—John Evans said he was nightman, or fireman, at the colliery, 
and his duty was to travel over the work, and see that all the working places were safe, 
He went round the workings as usual on the Friday night, and found every thing all 
right, except the upper level in the lower district on the eastside. There was gas there, 
and the work was in consequenge stopped.— William Drummer, master shifter or super- 
intendent of the lab 8, said he left the colliery about 6 o’clock on the morning of the 
explosion. There was a little gas then In the top of the heading and Thomas Hughes’s 
stall, and he reported so to Barrass. He did not consider there was any danger from 
this small quantity of gas.—Thomas Hughes, a collier, said he worked in the west side 
of the upper vein. There was a little gas on the top of the “ gob,” but not enough to 
make the works dangerous. The firemen were aware of thisgas, The air was not quite 
80 good as usual the night before the explosion. He told Drummer so, and thought the 
cause was a fall. A man named Suttcn was removing the fall the morning ef the acci- 
dent.—The enquiry was then adjourned until Tuesday, the L0th, by which time it is 
hoped the remaining bodies will be found, 














REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anv LANCASHIRE. 


Nov. 5.—The continued improvement which has been manifested in the 
Tron Trade for the last few weeks now prevails with, if anything, increased 
activity, and all the works are in full operation. The enquiry for-bars and 
plates is very active, and, judging from the numerous surveys which are 
being made for new lines of railway, there is no doubt that the demand for 
railway iron, which is now very active, will continue for some time to come. 
There is the greatest possible activity in the demand for armour-plates at the different 
factories in Yorkshire; and, judging from the orders on hand, there will be plenty of 
work for some time to come. 

The Coal Trade is in a very active state, and in many districts thereare not sufficient 

workmen to be obtained to keep the pits in full operation. The disordered state of 
feeling in many coal districts in Wales and Yorkshire is creating profound sensation in 
these countics, and we anticipate that the dissatisfaction will, ere long, show itself in 
our districts; but as yet nothing has transpired to show that we shall have a general 
strike. The Steel Trade is on the improve, and we hear more favourable accounts 
of the demand for manufactured cutiery than has been known of late. 
Mr. John Brown, mayor of Sheffield, the maker of armour-plates, is now enlivening 
the town with his hospitality, to mark the few remaining days of his mayoral life. The 
leading inhabitants of the town are being feted, and there will be, before the 9th inst., 
4 treat forall classes, He is at present the most popular manufacturer in Yorkshire, 
There is much talk of the establishment of a new ironworks in Derbyshire, to equal in 
extent those of the famous Butterley Company, now decidedly the largest in the county, 
Notwithstanding the depression which has so long prevailed in the manufacturing 
districts, the demand for locomotives and steam engines has never abated, and now the 
principal makers have Jarge orders on hand for all kinds of machinery. 

The enquiry as to the cause of the accident at Edmonds Main Colliery was opened 
on Thursday before Mr. Taylor, Coroner, at the Barnsley Court House. Mr. Sleigh, 
barrister, watched the proceedings on behalf of the widows of the colliers killed, and 
Mr. Steward, of Wakefield, appeared for the proprietors. Mr, Sleigh, on the enqniry 
being opened, said he appeared before the jury on behalf of the widows of the men 
whose lives had been sacrificed by the catastrophe which took place on Dee. 8 last. 
His only object would be to assist the jury in arriving at a right verdict, and thatin 
no personal spirit, Several witnesses were examined, and the enquiry was adjourned,

lution was passed to create 1000 new shares, at 2/. per share, which, it is said, the 
directors have, without farther authority, issued. Althoogh that meeting had no power 
to create new shares, and no genera! meeting of the shareholders has been since called, 
or the requirements of the Joint-Stock Companies Act, passed in 1862, necessary to 
make the creation of new shares legal, complied with. The number of shares into 
which the mine was divided was 2000, of 17. each, but an additional 1000 shares of 27. 
would have the effect of doubling the original number—that is, the shares would be 
increased from 2000 to 4000, of 17. each, The value of original shares being materially 
reduced by any addition thereto, it is remaked as unsatifactory that the share lists pub- 
lished in the local papers have ceased to state the number of shares into which the mine 
is now divided. 

The Derbyshire lead mines are, on the whole, making steady progress, but there is no 
movement going on which is worthy of any prominent notice. Several of the public 
mines are working under disadvantageous circumstances, but, taken altogether, there is 
no cause for depression. 

The local share markets are at this time very quict, and there are few stocks which 
are in much demand, save a few of the gas and water companies’ stock, which generally 
finds a ready market. Of mines, only Eyam and Mill Dam are enquired after, 











FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


The basin of the Pas-de-Calais was further enriched with two new con- 
cessions, instituted by imperial decree, in 1862-3. One of these, the con- 
cession of the Lievin Mines, is situated to the south of the mines of Lens 
and Bully-Grenay, which border it on the north, and of which it is the 
continuation; the other, known as the Douvrin Mines, is placed to the north 
of the concessions of Bully-Grenay and Meurchin. The Lievin Colliery 
has cut in sinking its shaft six beds, one 28 in. thick, another 32 in. thick, the third of 
the same thickness, the fourth 5 ft. thick, the fifth 32 in. thick, and the sixth 48 inches 
thick. This colliery, which is now developing its internal preparatory works, in order 
to attain a year hence an important extraction, and which comprises rich qualities of 
coal, is only placed at a distance of 24% to 3% miles from the Bully-Grenay and Lens 
railway stations, with one of which it may be connected by a cheap railway. The first 
of these stations is the head of a line recently conceded from the Bassée to Lille. The 
Douvrin Company has discovered five beds in sinking its pit, one of which reached, the 
last, has a thickness of 5ft. This colliery touches the canal from Aire to the Bassée, 
and will be traversed by the railway from the Bassée to Lille, very advantageous condi- 
tions in connection with the delivery of its products. The exploratory company, styled 
the Aix, which, notwithstanding the advice of the Administration of Mines, had carried 
out a pit at its own risk, has 3 the 1 » and has seen its application 
for a concession rejected, and the portion of coal earth which it solicited accorded to a 
competing company. The company of the Midi de l’Escarpelle has commenced a shaft 
to the south of the concessions of the Escarpelle de Dourges; a new sounding (No. 3) 
which It has established has, according toa report from the director of the pany, 
reached adepth of 344 ft. 6 in., after having traversed 182 ft. 6 in. of sandstone and coal 
schist. The usual formalities are in course of execution with regard to the land of which 
the company solicits a concession. The company of the Lys Supérieure, or Fi¢chinelle, 
has received a concession of a portion of coal earth discovered towards the west. Ithad 
acompetitor in the application in a company styled the Morinie, which, after several 
soundings, undertook ashaft. The Camblain-Chatelain Company has indicated the ex- 
istence of two new veins of coal in deepening its pit ; the administration, which has no 
competitor in the matter, has applied for the grant of a concession in favour of the com- 
pany. Theconcessionary company of Auchy-au-Bois has obtained an extension of pre- 
vious concessions. This extension was partially solicited by the exploratory company 
styled the Eclaireur du Pas-de-Calais, which has persisted, as regards other portions of 
coal earth, in an application for a concession, which is now submitted for the considera- 
tion of the superior administration. On the whole, the rich coal basin of the Pas-de- 
Calais follows an ascending course, and the collieries of this fine district appear destined 
to progress constantly in value and prodacts, in with past experience, 
Affairs in copper present little activity, but the prices previously reported 
are maintained. At Havre, Chilian has established a fresh rise, and a lot 
of 100 tons, to be delivered at certain dates, has been dealt in at 927. 10s.; 
in other descriptions there has been little or no business. There has been 
scarcely anything doing at Hamburg, Berlin, or Cologne; prices remain without change. 
Tin is again neglected, and notwithstanding the efforts of holders, prices can scarcely be 
maintained. On the Dutch market Banca has retrograded, and the article, which is 
feebly held, remains without demand, Paris has remained quiet, and without many 
sales; Banca has brought 126/., Detroit 121/., and English 1147, Oniy small parcels 
have been purchased on the German markets to meet the requirements of consumption. 
Lead has been tosome extent neglected at Paris, nevertheless prices preserve their firm- 
ness, rough French being quoted 21/7. 8s., and rolled and in pipes 22/7, 16s. per ton. Soft 
German is easily maintained at Hamburg, but a lot of 155 Spanish saumons, Rein and 
Co.’s mark, has hung rather heavily on hand. At Berlin the article bas been firm,and 
in good demand. The Paris zinc market has not presented many transactions; rough 
Silesian is feeble at 18/.16s. to 19/. 4s. At Hamburg zincis completely neglected, a fall 
in prices not having produced any demand. Affairs have presented little importance at 
Breslau ; holders having accorded new concessions in prices some business has been done. 
The demand for coal in Belgium is increasing every day; the laying in 
stocks for winter, and some important orders which have arrived from 
abroad, are the cause of the continuous amelioration which has appeared. 
Everywhere prices are sustained much more easily than they were a few 
weeks since. FE Lidége, prices have scarcely varied ; deliveries are checked by the low 
waters vf the Meuse. Water-cra‘t have not rendered better services to the other coal 
groups; freight has attained extraordinarily high rates, in consequence of the dearth of 
boats, which has everywhere made itself felt. Advices from the Borinage are very sa- 
tisfactory ; large quantities of coal are being forwarded by railway, and the amount 














kinds which depress the boat trade, and which have brought freights to their 
evidently too high rates. Thus, at Charleroi—where the demand fenves tittle ta be des 
sired, as it increases from day to — the majority of the deliveries are made by rail- 
way, extractors securing economy both of time ard money by adopting that course. Not 
finding means of freighting boats for Paris, towards which centre numerous deliveries 
are made, for less than 8s. 9d. per ton, without any abatement, it is natural that indus- 
trials should avail themselves of the rapid meane of communication furnished by the 
railway, the tariffs of which, recently reduced by the Northern of France Company, have 
just been fixed at 7s. 8d. per ton. From these different details, it results that when 
canal boats are in a position to render their habitual services, industrials will see pro- 
duced the movement of revival and amelioration which they had hoped would set in in 
1862. As regards the French coal trade, it may be added that in the groups of the de- 
partments of the Nord and the Pas-de-Calais, the demand is very satisfactory, and prices, 
although stationary, present much firmness. During the past month especially the ac- 
tivity in orders has assumed good proportions in q of the app h of winter, 
and of the stocks laid in by a great number of sugar-works which exist in these districts, 
and which being in full activity, have sent pressing applications for combustible. Anew 
and reduced tariff for the carriage of coal, coke, boghead, &c., has been submitted for 
official approval by the Eastern of France Railway Company. While upon the subject 
of the foreign coal trade, we may note that various concessions have been applied for 
from the Turkish Government. The mines, situated in the island of Cyprus, and the 
other islands of the Archipelago, are of great richness. The concessions for working this 
hitherto dormant mineral wealth are solicited by English capitalists.

For some seven years past two extensive copper mines in Chili have been 
very profitably worked under the management of Mr. Sampson Waters, 

of Falmouth, and it is now proposed to form a limited liabilit company— 

the CuiL1aNn Minine anv Trapine Company—with a capital of 300,0002., 

in shares of 107. each, to purchase and work them.

Sir,—A paragraph in your paper, of the 2ith inst., has indaced me to ask you the 
favour to insert the following remarks:—The paragraph referred to is headed, “ Strike 
at Love and Co.’s Collierles.” The first cause of plaint is the discharge of twelve 
men from Oakenshaw Colliery. These men received fourteen days’ notice, according to 
agreement, but the union men, in commencing the strike, ceased work without a mo- 
ment’s notice; therefore, they are the originators of the strike, and are answerable for 
all the miseries such an act may entail. It is aiso stated “their conduct has been 
marked by the greatest order.” I will leave you-to judge of this¥rom the following cir- 
cumstances :—The men first commenced to reduce their labour'to 3s. per day, then to 
1s. 3d., after which I gave fourteen days’ notice to the Brandon méh; they at once com- 
menced the strike, using intimidation to inflaence the men at the coke ovens to give up 
their work also. This was on Friday. On Saturday they went to Willington, Oaken- 
shaw, and Brancepeth, with colours and music, and succeeded in influencing both pit- 
men and men at the ovens to give up work, without a moment’s notice, at all these col- 
lierles. The next remark, “as to the contents of the tub.” These are entirely false ; 
the contents of the tab, which the owners require of the men, are the contents which 
they pay to the landlord, with an allowance of 28 lbs. to the men before a tub is confis- 
cated; this has been the custom for twenty years. They state, if a tub comes to bank 
deficient by accident it is forfeited. This is incorrect ; in such a case the tub comes to 
bank with a certain mark denoting accident. They also state that if a tub is deficient 
the landlord loses the tub as well asthe men. This is untrue; the landlord recgives 
full pay for all deficient tubs; hence he is a gainer. and not a loser in such a Ac

TO THE EDITOR OF THE NORTHERN DAILY EXPRESS, 


IR,—In your leading article of to-day there is a grave error. I dispute 
there was ever such a thing known in the coal trade as 6d. given to the person whose 
duty it is to confiscate a deficient tub; at any rate, I never knew or heard of sach a thing. 
I would here remark that all fines levied in our collieries are devoted to charitable pur- 
poses amongst our own workmen, and never once has one penny gone to the pockets of 
the owners ; therefore, we have no interest in inflicting fines, except for discipline, or 
caarying out the regulations of the collieries. I also wish to state that you entirely 
misunderstand that portion of my letter referring to the “ 28 Ibs, allowed to the work- 
men befere a tub is confiscated.” If a tub is deficient 27 lbs. the man receives full pay, 
as though the tub was quite full, and many men have worked a number of years and 
have never lost one tub from deficient weight. A great deal of exaggeration and mis- 
representation has been made as to the difference between weight and measure. The 
only reason the owners prefer measure to weight is because it is more simple, easier 
done, and a saving of time, as measure, once ascertained, is weight. But for the great 
difficulty in carrying out weight, the owncrs would much prefer it; and if the men had 
applied for such a change, without advance of price, it would have been granted. On 
application I have now done so. The true origin of the strike is an advance of wages 
from 20 to 25 per cent. This the men have demanded in our collieries, and I state, with- 
out the fear of contradiction, that a good workman, in an average place upon any of our 
collierles, can make 5s. and upwards ia eight hours, This is the standard by which I 
fix the price in every colliery. Ihave taken the average Wages of twenty men for the 
last six fortnights at Brandon Colliery, and find it upwards of £3 nett to each man. 
The advance asked would increase that average to nearly £4 a fortnight. This isa 
model colliery for comfortadle houses and gardens, and many of these houses have cost 
the owners £80 each. The workmen are much better rewarded for their labour than 
the owners are for their capital on this colliery, and as it is a less evil to lay the colliery 
in than to comply with their request, I have done so, I-would als» add that the men 
in the west district are better rewarded for their trouble than the coalowners are for 
their capital. Any advance is impracticable, much less the demand made of 20 to 25 
per cent. ; and however long the men may be able to stand out, the masters have no 
alternative but to resist.

IR,—Will you allow me to correct an inaccuracy contained in your 
leading article of to-day’s “ Express,” on the pitmen’s strike at these collieries. 
It is stated that “ if the eighth of an inch intervene between the surface of the coals and 
the edge of the tub, the whole of its contents are confiscated.” This is not the case; in 
no case has a tub been confiscated, or, as it is technically termed, “set out,” unless the 
coais have been at least 3 or 4 inches below measure. The owners do not receive any 
benefit from the confiscated coals. The full royalty is paid on them to the landlord, to 
the loss of the owners. They are duly billed,and the money derived therefrom is placed 
in a fund and devoted to charitable purpases. Any man or boy off work, either from 
accident or sickness, receives relief from the fand, and for every child sent by the work- 
men to school 24. per week is paid out of the fund towards itseducation. Thefands de- 
rived from this source are not equal to the demand, and the owners themselves make 
up the deficiency. I may also state that the number of “ set out” tubs never exceeds 
one per cent. of the entire quantity drawn to bank. The banksman does not receive one 
farthing remuneration for any tub “set out ;” on the contrary,he has every inducement 
to do what is right and just between master and man, In addition tothe request of the 
men to be paid by weight instead of measure (which the owners have arranged to adopt) 
at the Oakenshaw and Willington Collieries, they aiso demand an advance of upwards 
of 30 per cent. in price, both for hewing and yard work, besides other unreasonable de- 
mands. Prior to the present unhappy state of affairs at the collieries, I can positively 
affirm that there was not the slightest dissatisfaction among the men, either with re- 
gard to the working of the colliery or the rate of wages paid, until the agents of the 
Miners’ Union, or, as it is now called, Association, came into the neighbourhood, and, 
in order to get the Union established, did all they could to induce the men to think they 
were unjustly treated. The average nett wages for the last six months, of men who 
have regularly attended their work, is at Brancepeth Colliery 4s. 634d., and at Oaken- 
shaw Colliery 4s. 944d. per diem, I may conclude by saying that the men at Willing- 
ton Colliery are not in the Union, and the pit is nearly at fall werk. Trusting you will 
be kind enough to insert this letter in your next impression, 
me &., WILLIAM 0.
